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Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Cotswold  United 
Districts  for  the  year  1970  as  required  under  the  regulations 
5 (3)  and  15  (5)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations 
1959. 

Much  of  the  report  deals  with  the  day  to  day  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  this  appears  under  a separate 
report  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  respect  of  each 
district.  The  statistics  contained  in  the  foreword  to  the  report 
relate  to  the  United  Districts  as  a whole. 

The  total  population  according  to  the  Registrar  General's 
mid-year  estimate  has  decreased,  being  64,600  compared 
with  65,060  last  year.  The  population  decreased  by  100  in 
Cirencester  Urban  District,  by  100  in  Cirencester  Rural  Dis- 
trict, by  290  in  North  Cotswold  Rural  District,  increased  by 
10  in  Northleach  Rural  District,  and  by  20  in  Tetbury  Rural 
District. 

The  comparable  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was 
15.6  compared  with  16.2  in  1969.  There  were  952  live  births 
compared  with  979  last  year,  the  still  birth  figures  being  12 
for  1970  the  same  as  the  previous  year.  The  still  birth  rate  per 
1,000  live  and  still  births  was  12.0  compared  with  13.0  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  live  births 
was  7.8  compared  with  8.0  the  previous  year.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  (per  1,000  live  births)  was  11.4  compared  with 
7.4  the  previous  year,  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was 
18.0.  The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  (deaths  under  four  weeks 
per  1,000  live  births)  was  6.6  compared  with  5.2  for  the  pre- 
vious year  and  with  12.0  for  England  and  Wales.  The  peri-

natal  mortality  rate  (still  births  and  deaths  under  one  week 
combined  per  1,000  live  and  still  births)  was  18.8  compared 
with  18.0  for  the  previous  year  and  with  23.0  for  England  and  ci 
Wales.  No  women  died  in  consequence  of  child-birth. 

The  total  registered  deaths,  771,  compares  with  741  for  ci 
1969.  The  comparable  death  rate  (per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion) was  10.2  compared  with  11.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  certified  as  being  due  to  heart  disease  were  266 
and  193  were  due  to  coronary  disease.  Cancer  caused  172 
deaths  of  which  42  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  31  of 
which  were  male.  There  were  30  deaths  from  cancer  of  the 
lung  in  1969.  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  caused 
109  deaths. 

There  were  496  notifications  of  infectious  disease,  of  which 
470  were  measles.  This  compared  with  272  notifications  for 
the  previous  year.  There  were  7 notifications  of  tuberculosis, 
of  which  6 were  pulmonary,  last  year  7 notifications  were 
received.  There  were  2 deaths  from  tuberculosis  compared 
with  2 the  previous  year. 

1 case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  during  the  year,  the 
organism  being  salmonella  panama.  It  was  not  proven  that 
this  was  in  fact  food  borne. 

Following  are  the  number  of  children  immunised  with 
the  triple  vaccine  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and

Progress  in  housing,  water  supplies  and  sewerage  disposal 
is  detailed  in  the  reports  under  individual  districts.  In  the 
rural  districts,  out  of  a total  of  1 1 1 parishes,  106  have  public 
mains  water  available,  and  40^  have  public  sewers  available. 
Due  to  financial  restrictions,  some  sewerage  schemes  have 
been  delayed. 

Slum  clearance  makes  steady  progress,  but  re-survey  of  the 
rural  areas  will  be  necessary.  There  is  still  a considerable 
need  in  the  area  for  ground-floor  accommodation  for  the  aged 
and  physically  incapacitated.  Most  Councils  now  have  group 
schemes  with  wardens  accommodation.  These  are  proving  a 
great  boon,  and  the  conditions  are  undoubtedly  prolonging 
the  lives  of  old  people,  in  their  own  homes,  instead  of  being 
admitted  to  welfare  accommodation  or  hospital. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairmen  and  Members  of  Councils  and  Committees,  and 
the  Clerks  and  other  Officers,  for  their  support  and  encour- 
agement during  the  year. 

As  always  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Public  Health  Inspec- 
tors and  staffs  of  the  Public  Health  Departments  for  their 
co-operation  and  help.

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  work  of  the 
Department  for  the  year  1970. 

As  in  previous  years  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman 
of  the  Council,  the  Clerk,  the  Surveyor  and  Officers  in  my 
department  and  other  departments  for  their  co-operation 
during  the  year. 


Rainfall 

During  the  calender  year  1970,  the  total  recorded  rainfall 
at  the  Shorncote  Sewage  Disposal  Works  was  30.95"  and  the 
number  of  ‘rain  days’  191. 

The  35-year  average  rainfall  for  Cirencester  (1916-50)  is

The  longest  period  of  consecutive  rain  days  was  from  8th 
to  25th  January,  a total  of  18  days  and  the  longest  period 
without  recorded  rainfall  was  from  22nd  May  to  9th  June,  19 
days.  The  highest  recorded  rainfall  on  one  day  was  1.35"  on 
6th  November. 


Water  Supply 

As  in  previous  years  the  Cotswold  Water  Board  have  con- 
tinued to  provide  an  adequate  and  satisfactory  supply  of 
water  to  premises  in  the  Urban  District  and  the  supply  has 
been  well  maintained. 

Eighteen  samples  of  town  water  have  been  taken  from 
different  areas  of  the  district  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Reports  on  all  samples  showed  the  water  supply  to  be  free 
from  contamination  and  entirely  satisfactory.

No  major  additions  were  made  to  the  system  except  in  £? 
respect  of  extensions  for  new  developments. 
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Sewage  Disposal 

The  Works  continued  to  operate  as  in  past  years  and  no 
samples  of  final  effluent  taken  by  the  Thames  Conservancy 
were  adversely  commented  upon. 

Complaints  were  again  received  of  smell  from  the  Works 
and  during  the  year  Consultants  were  appointed  in  connec- 
tion with  provision  of  a scheme  for  an  up-to-date  method  of 
sewage  treatment. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  continued  on  a 
weekly  basis  and  disposal  by  means  of  controlled  tipping. 

During  the  year  196  tons  of  waste  paper  was  collected, 
baled  and  sold  to  a value  of  £2,136. 

Rag  Flock  Act  1961 

Premises  coming  within  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act, 
were  visited  during  the  year  and  none  were  required  to  be 
Registered. 

Pet  Animals  Act  1961 

Two  applications  were  received  for  renewal  of  Licences  to 
keep  Pet  Shops,  both  premises  were  inspected  and  found  to 
be  satisfactory  and  Licences  were  issued. 

Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises 

One  house  near  to  the  centre  of  the  town  was  sprayed  and 
fumigated  as  it  had  been  left  empty  for  sometime  and  it  was 
extremely  unclean  inside. 

Another  house  was  fumigated  on  request  after  the  aged 
tenant  had  died. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

Of  the  Rivers  and  Streams  inspected  none  were  found  to 
be  silted  up  or  polluted  and  therefore  no  action  was  neces- 
sary. 
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Drainage 

The  Department  have  been  called  in  on  a number  of  occa- 
sions to  advise  and  assist  on  matters  relating  to  defective  or 
unsatisfactory  drainage  arrangements  and  the  owners  of  the 
following  properties  have  been  called  upon  to  carry  out 
certain  work  as  below: — 

Rear  of  Three  terraced  houses — 

Defective  and  sunken  branch  drain— Relaid.  (Notice  served 
on  owners.) 

Two  Houses — 

Defective  main  drain  allowing  seepage  of  sewage  into  cellar. 
Defective  drainage  renewed,  cellars  cleaned  out. 

Private  House — 

Obsolete  and  defective  Gordon  Syphon  removed  from  drain- 
age system  and  drain  partly  renewed. 

Private  House — 

Defective  main  drain,  new  cast  iron  drain  laid  under  floor 
of  house. 

Private  Sewer  serving  eight  houses — 

Defective  sewer,  caused  by  subsidence.  Part  sewer  relayed 
using  different  materials. 

Old  Peoples  Home  and  Physically  Handicapped  Centre — 

6"  Branch  drain  defective  and  affected  by  subsidence.  New 
length  of  drain  laid. 

Dangerous  Buildings 

A number  of  complaints  were  received  from  members  of 
the  public  with  regard  to  dangerous  structures.  All  the  com- 
plaints were  fully  investigated  and  as  a result  seven  owners 
of  property  were  called  upon  to  carry  out  certain  work  to  cj 
render  the  structures  safe.  A list  of  types  of  premises  affected  p 
are  as  follows. — ^ 

Four  stone  and  brick  boundary  walls  adjacent  to  footpaths  were 
found  to  be  in  a dangerous  condition  and  two  had  collapsed. 

All  were  rebuilt  or  made  safe  after  notifying  the  owners. 

Cement  rendering  to  the  face  of  one  property  which  abutted  the 
pavement  in  a main  shopping  area  had  collapsed  on  to  the 
footpath  and  after  protracted  enquiries  regarding  respons- 
ibility, the  owners  were  persuaded  to  re-render  the  affected 
wall.  ^ 

Stone  built  chimney  stacks  at  two  dwellings  were  found  to  be  cc 

in  a dangerous  condition  and  in  danger  of  falling  on  to  the  I-1 

pavement.  After  the  owners  had  been  contacted,  both  stacks  « 
were  completely  demolished  and  later  rebuilt. 
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Clean  Air  Act  1956 

Two  applications  to  install  oil  fired  hot  water  heating  sys- 
tems of  1,000,000  B.T.U.’s  and  750,000  B.T.U.’s  per  hour 
output  respectively  were  received  during  the  year.  One  instal- 
lation was  at  a Dairy  and  Creamery  Company  and  the  other 
a new  Junior  School. 

As  both  installations  were  below  the  standard  of  1£  million 
B.T.U.’s  per  hour  output,  the  Local  Authority  in  accordance 
with  the  memorandum  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  were  not  required  to  assess  and  determine 
the  chimney  heights,  therefore  no  objections  were  raised  to 
the  installations. 

Nuisances  Under  The  Public  Health  Act 

Nuisance  affecting  106  properties  were  observed  and  105 
were  abated  during  the  year.  Many  nuisances  were  found  as 
a result  of  routine  inspection  in  the  district,  but  a fair  number 
of  complaints  were  received  from  members  of  the  public.  All 
complaints  were  fully  investigated  and  the  responsible  persons 
were  called  upon  to  carry  out  such  work  as  was  necessary  to 
abate  the  nuisance. 

The  nuisance  included  such  items  as  housing  defect,  defec- 
tive roofs,  chimneys  and  spoutings,  flooded  cellars,  defective 
and  obstructed  drainage  systems,  overflowing  septic  tanks  and 
accumulation  of  offensive  materials,  etc. 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960 

During  the  year,  Food  shops.  Restaurants  and  cafes  have 
been  inspected  and  the  occupiers  of  19  premises  have  been 
called  upon  to  carry  out  work  in  order  to  comply  with  the 
Regulations.  A resume  of  the  works  are  as  follows: — 

Twelve  redecorative  works  to  kitchen  preparing  rooms,  store 
rooms,  larder  or  toilets. 

Three  renewal  of  floors  or  repaired. 

Three  Impervious  coverings  to  floors. 

One  Ventilation  of  rooms. 

Three  Provisions  of  Wash-hand  basin  with  a supply  of  hot  and 
cold  water. 

Two  provisions  of  intervening  ventilated  space  between  store- 
room and  toilets  and  proper  screening  of  W.C. 

One  provision  of  proper  facilities  for  hanging  of  clothing. 

One  Renewal  of  sink. 
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Works  were  completed  at  14  premises  during  the  year  and 
most  of  the  other  works  were  proceeding.

Licensed  Premises 

Works  called  for  were  completed  at  six  Public  Houses  in 
the  town  and  this  included  redecoration  works,  remedying 
dampness,  providing  an  extractor  fan  ventilating  a kitchen 
and  provision  of  impervious  floor  covering  behind  a bar 
counter.  The  Brewers  delayed  works  to  the  kitchen  at  one 
hotel  pending  the  approval  of  a scheme  for  extensive  im- 
provements. 

The  owners  of  a Club  provided  a wash-hand  basin  with  a 
supply  of  hot  and  cold  water  over  in  a kitchen  on  request. 

Noise  Abatement 

During  the  year  complaints  were  made  to  the  Public  Health 
Department  of  excessive  noise  caused  by  pneumatic  road 
breaking  equipment,  barking  dogs,  the  practice  sessions  of  a 
pop  group,  the  playing  of  a radio  outside  a retail  radio  and 
television  shop  and  mechanical  street  sweeper.  The  complaints  o 
covered  times  ranging  from  early  morning  5.30  to  6.0  a.m.  P 
to  late  evening  9.30  to  10.30  p.m.  Each  complaint  was  inves- 
tigated  and  the  following  is  a summary  of  the  action  taken: — 

1.  A concrete  breaking  pneumatic  drill  used  in  an  en- 
closed yard  at  the  rear  of  a large  furnishing  shop, 
Contractor  advised  to  fit  a suitable  muffler  jacket  on 
the  drill  before  proceeding  with  further  work  and  this 
was  done. 

2.  Contractors  working  for  the  South  Western  Gas  Board  R 
using  a pneumatic  road  breaking  drill  in  a main  “ 
thoroughfare  in  the  town.  A detailed  enquiry  revealed  « 
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that  the  particular  make  of  drill  had  an  integral  muffler 
and  did  comply  with  the  Wilson  Report  on  Noise 
Abatement. 

3.  A radio  playing  at  full  volume  both  inside  and  outside 
a television  and  radio  retail  shop  being  used  as  a sales 
gimmick.  Upon  request  the  shop  manager,  unhappily, 
turned  off  the  offending  radio. 

4.  The  alleged  barking  from  three  racing  greyhounds  kept 
in  a garden  kennel  of  a house  in  the  centre  of  a private 
residential  area.  The  complainants  were  advised  to  take 
their  own  proceedings  as  laid  down  in  the  Act.  This 
they  eventually  did  at  a later  date. 

5.  A Pop  Group  practising  in  a hall  associated  with  a 
Public  House  and  very  near  to  residential  property 
housing  elderly  people.  The  Landlord  of  the  Public 
House  gave  an  undertaking  to  ensure  that  the  amplifi- 
cation of  the  Group’s  instruments  was  reduced  con- 
siderably to  an  acceptable  level. 

6.  The  high  pitched  noise  produced  by  an  exhaust  fan  on 
a mechanical  road  sweeper,  owned  by  the  Council  dur- 
ing its  early  morning  working.  After  the  service  engin- 
eers had  checked  the  vehicle  the  noise  level  was 
reduced  and  the  vehicle  commenced  work  later  in  the 
morning. 

Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act  1964 

Throughout  the  year  several  visits  were  made  to  the  two 
large  scrap  yards  operating  in  the  town.  No  contraventions 
under  the  above  Act  were  observed.  No  new  registrations 
required  by  the  Act  were  recorded  during  the  year. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960 

An  application  was  received  to  site  two  caravans  on  land 
adjoining  a detached  Guest  House  on  the  Eastern  side  of  the 
town.  The  applicant  was  advised  to  obtain  consent  from  the 
County  Planning  Department  before  a Site  Licence  could  be 
issued  by  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Consent  was  given  by  the  Planning  Authority  and  the 
Urban  Council  issued  a Site  Licence  after  satisfactory  provi- 
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sions  had  been  made  to  secure  the  proper  disposal  of  waste 
water  from  the  sinks  in  each  caravan. 

Game  Dealers  Licences 

As  in  previous  years,  two  applications  were  received  from 
long  established  firms  in  the  town. 

A satisfactory  inspection  of  each  of  the  premises  enables  the 
licences  to  be  issued. 

Registration  of  Food  Premises 

No  applications  for  the  registration  of  premises,  other 
than  those  in  respect  of  ice-cream,  under  Section  16  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  were  received  during  the  year. 

Ice  Cream  Shops 

During  the  year  two  applications  to  store  and  sell  pre- 
packed ice-cream  were  received.  Both  premises  were 
inspected. 

One  was  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  a certificate  issued, 
whilst  at  the  other  certain  works  under  the  Food  Flygiene 
Regulations  were  called  for.  Upon  the  satisfactory  completion 
of  the  works,  the  registration  certificate  was  issued. 


Imported  Food  Regulations 

The  Wholesale  Bacon  Warehouse  of  Messrs.  C.  and  T. 
Harris  Limited,  10  Mount  Street,  Cirencester,  ceased  to 
receive  consignments  of  imported  sides  of  bacon  and  closed 
down  completely  in  February  of  this  year. 

Food  Hygiene  (Market  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles) 
Regulations  1966 

Under  the  above  regulations  several  traders  were  required 
to  display  their  name  and  address  on  the  vehicle  they  were 
using.  Several  re-inspeotions  were  necessary  in  order  to  secure 
compliance  with  these  Regulations.  A trader  selling  meat 
from  a van  was  required  to  provide  an  adequate  supply  of  hot 
water  in  the  vehicle. 

Two  traders  were  called  upon  to  provide  a suitable  imper- 
vious easily  cleaned  covering  to  bed  of  their  respective  vehicles 
used  for  the  carrying  of  open  foods. 
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Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1959 

One  dairy  company,  situated  in  the  town  centre,  persis- 
tently used  a delivery  vehicle  not  bearing  the  name  and 
address  of  the  dairy  company.  After  several  revisits  and  sug- 
gestion that  legal  proceedings  may  be  instituted  to  secure 
compliance  with  the  Regulations  brought  forth  a suitable 
name  board  fitted  to  the  offending  vehicle. 

Six  applications  for  registration  as  distributors  of  milk  were 
received  during  the  year.  All  six  premises,  being  small  general 
provision  shops,  were  visited  and  inspected.  All  were  satis- 
factory and  registration  certificates  were  duly  issued. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 

Four  complaints  were  received  from  members  of  the 
public  with  regard  to  foodstuffs  purchased  in  the  town  as 
follows: 

1.  Bread  containing  foreign  object. 

2.  Carton  of  cream  with  slight  mould  on  top. 

3.  Small  pork  pie  with  mould  under  top  crust. 

4.  Ice-cream  cornet  containing  foreign  object. 

All  complaints  were  fully  investigated  and  reported  on  to 
the  Public  Health  Committee.  Manufacturers  representatives 
and  retailers  concerned  were  all  interviewed  and  in  the  case 
of  the  ice-cream  this  was  sent  to  the  County  Analyst  for 
examination.  After  due  consideration  of  each  case  the  Council 
i decided  against  legal  action,  but  warning  letters  were  sent 
to  all  the  parties  concerned  informing  them  that  should  any 
further  complaints  be  received  of  a similar  nature  the  Coun- 
cil may  have  to  resort  to  Court  Action.

The  Survey  revealed  that  24  houses  lacked  standard  amen- 
ities and  20  houses  fall  short  of  the  general  standard  of  housing 
accommodation  in  the  district  and  were  so  far  defective  in  a 
number  of  items  as  set  out  in  section  4 of  the  Housing  Act 
1957  as  amended  by  Section  71  of  the  Housing  Act  1969, 
relating  to  the  standard  of  fitness  for  human  habitation. 

All  the  owners  of  the  houses  which  lacked  standard  amen- 
ities were  either  interviewed  or  written  to  in  order  to  persuade 
them  to  avail  themselves  of  the  generous  improvement  grants 
offered,  and  a number  of  owners  agreed  to  submit  Improve- 
ment Schemes.

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Water  Supplies 

During  the  year,  the  Cotswold  Water  Board  carried  out 
the  following  work  in  the  District. 

New  mains  were  laid  to  serve  existing  properties  in  Tarlton, 
Hatherop  and  Calmsden.  Branch  mains  were  laid  to  serve 
private  enterprise  housing  development  in  Hatherop  Lane  and 
Moor  Lane,  Fairford,  Siddington  Road  (Preston  Parish),  and 
The  Cottage,  Kempsford,  and  Council  House  Estates  in  Ham 
Lane  and  Oakley  House,  Kempsford. 

In  all,  a total  of  9,338  yards  of  new  mains  were  completed. 


Water  Samples 

Reports  on  samples  of  water  taken  on  distribution  and  from 
sources  were  received  regularly  from  the  Cotswold  Water 
Board.  Of  114  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  exam- 
ination, 1 1 were  unsatisfactory. 

Six  samples  were  taken  from  Estate  supplies  for  bacterio- 
logical examination;  3 were  satisfactory  and  3 unsatisfactory. 
1 sample  taken  for  chemical  examination  was  unsatisfactory. 

Of  29  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  from 
sources  serving  individual  properties,  16  were  satisfactory, 
and  13  unsatisfactory.  Two  samples  were  submitted  for 
chemical  examination,  1 was  satisfactory  and  the  other  un- 
satisfactory. 

Action  was  taken  in  appropriate  cases  to  secure  necessary 
improvement.

Sewerage 

In  April,  work  started  on  the  extension  of  the  Fairford 
disposal  works  and  continued  satisfactorily  through  the  year, 
i At  Lechlade,  a mutrator  installation  was  provided  by  St. 
. John’s  Priory  Caravans  at  their  caravan  site,  pumping  sewage 
to  the  Lechlade  disposal  works. 
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Discussions  were  held  with  representatives  of  the  Urban 
District  Council  regarding  the  use  of  the  proposed  new  dis- 
posal works  at  Shorncote  to  treat  sewage  from  parishes  in 
the  Rural  District.  In  addition  to  South  Cerney,  Preston  and 
Siddington,  already  the  subject  of  past  agreements,  it  was 
decided  that  provision  should  be  made  for  Baunton,  Dagling- 
worth  and  Somerford  Keynes. 

A decision  as  to  whether  the  Kemble  scheme  should  have 
its  own  disposal  works  or  a pumping  station  to  convey  the 
sewage  to  Shorncote  was  deferred  until  it  was  possible  to 
assess  relative  costs. 

With  development  in  the  Cotswold  Water  Park  getting 
under  way,  the  Council  adopted  a general  policy  of  requiring 
developers  to  pump  sewage  to  public  sewers,  wherever  prac- 
ticable, to  avoid  pollution  of  the  water  areas. 

The  septic  tank  emptying  service  continued  to  operate 
during  the  year.  Five  hundred  and  forty-nine  private  tanks 
were  emptied,  amounting  to  a total  of  732,700  gallons.  In  ^ 

addition,  277,100  gallons  were  removed  from  Council  tanks.  p

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  z 

The  weekly  refuse  collection  service  throughout  the  dis- 
trict continued  to  run  smoothly,  a total  of  5,077  tons  having 
been  collected  compared  with  5,296  tons  in  1969. 

Disposal  continued  to  take  place  by  controlled  tipping  in 
the  disused  stone  quarry  at  Fosse  Cross. 

In  addition  to  refuse  from  the  District,  1,120  tons  from  p 
Northleach  Rural  District  were  disposed  of  by  agreement.  - R

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL

As  in  previous  years  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  support,  the  Clerk  and 
other  Officers  for  their  assistance,  and  to  my  Staff  for  their 
continued  conscientious  work  and  willing  help.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Apart  from  the  private  supply  at  Yanworth  the  Cotswold 
Water  Board  supply  mains  water  to  every  Parish  in  the 
Council’s  area. 

Amicable  relations  are  maintained  with  the  Board  who 
supply  copies  of  bacteriological  analysis  of  samples  taken  by 
them.  In  1970  these  totalled  108  of  which  4 were  unsatis- 
factory. 

Due  to  the  high  calcium  content  of  the  water  there  is  no 
plumbo  solvency  action.  The  fluoride  content  from  the  Bibury 
and  Syreford  source  is  0.1  parts  per  million.

SEWAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  existing  village  sewage  works  at  Andoversford,  North- 
leach  and  Sherborne  continued  to  produce  satisfactory  efflu- 
ents, and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

BIBURY 

Work  is  proceeding  on  the  construction  of  this  scheme  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  connections  will  be  made  to  individual 
houses  in  the  early  autumn  of  1971. 

WITHINGTON 

As  in  previous  years  I have  to  report  that  this  small  Council 
House  Unit  is  overloaded  due  mainly  to  the  connection  of 
some  private  dwellings,  and  no  further  connections  should  be 
made. 


CHEDWORTH 

I can  but  only  reiterate  my  comments  of  previous  years 
that  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  provision  of 
Public  Sewers  and  a Sewerage  Works  in  the  village  of  Ched- 
worth  because  of  its  continued  slow  growth,  improvement  of 
cottages  and  the  nature  of  the  sub-soil  to  which  effluent  is 
discharged. 

COLN  ST.  ALDWYNS 

There  is  nothing  further  to  report  on  the  provision  of  this 
scheme. 


GENERALLY 

Although  the  cost  of  providing  sewers  and  sewerage  works 
is  high  the  Council  should  not  be  deterred  by  this,  and  schemes 
should  continue  to  be  programmed  so  that  a continued  im- 
provement in  the  living  condition  of  the  inhabitants  can  be 
maintained.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  continued  discharge 
of  sewage  and  other  effluents  into  the  sub-soil  cannot  but 
have,  in  due  course,  a deleterious  effect  on  the  underground 
water  resources. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  a Work  Study  Scheme  was  prepared  by 
the  Management  Services  Unit  of  the  Gloucestershire  County 
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Council  and  in  late  autumn  a weekly  kerbside  collection  was 
instituted  for  17  centres  of  population. 

This  has  been  most  successful  and  the  Council  have  had 
many  bouquets  from  the  ratepayers  who  now  receive  a 
weekly  collection. 

There  is  the  added  factor  that  with  the  higher  wages  paid 
there  is  now  no  difficulty  in  recruiting  staff  for  this  somewhat 
unpleasant  task. 

A back  door  collection  is  provided  for  the  elderly  and 
infirm  and  to  facilitate  this  collection  the  sack  system  is 
adopted. 

There  are  no  refuse  tips  maintained  by  the  Council  in  the 
district  all  tipping  being  done  at  the  Fosse  Cross  tip,  operated 
by  the  Cirencester  Rural  District  Council. 

SALVAGE 

With  the  implementation  of  the  bonus  scheme  is  was 
intended  to  drop  the  collection  of  waste  paper.  A certain 
amount  is  still,  however,  picked  up  by  the  collectors.  The 
total  income  in  1970  was  £129.62. 


LITTER  BINS 

Additional  bins  are  being  provided  in  some  villages  and 
these  are  emptied  by  the  refuse  collectors  on  their  normal  trips 
of  refuse  collection. 

The  County  Council  lay-bys  litter  bins  are  collected  by  this 
Council  on  annual  payment,  and  again  to  assist  in  the  smooth 
running  of  this  service  plastic  sacks  are  provided.

Instruc- 
tions were  given  to  an  Architect  at  the  end  of  the  year  to 
prepare  a scheme  for  10  Old  Persons  Bungalows  at  Bibury. 
A scheme  for  12  two  bed  roomed  general  needs  houses  at 
Templefields,  Andoversford  is  also  planned  for  1971. 

With  the  completion  of  the  Bibury  Sewerage  Scheme,  im- 
provements may  be  carried  out  at  Swan  Cottages,  Bibury, 
and  a tentative  scheme  has  been  agreed  with  officers  of  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  at  Bristol.  On  completion  of 
this  work  the  Council’s  modernization  scheme  of  Council 
Efouses  will  be  complete,  in  as  much  as  the  provision  of  bath- 
rooms is  concerned.

PRIVATE  ENTERPRISE  HOUSING 

As  the  District  is  wholly  agricultural  and  within  a desig- 
nated Area  of  Outstanding  Natural  Beauty  it  follows  that 
development  will  be  confined  to  individual  houses  or  very 
small  groups  of  houses  within  the  existing  villages.

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT  1928 

There  are  88  installations  licensed  at  the  present  time. 
Several  installations  have  now  become  disused  and  negotia- 
tions are  being  maintained  in  an  endeavour  to  either  have 
these  tanks  filled  with  lean  mix  concrete  or  removed  entirely 
in  order  to  prevent  unnecessary  dangers  in  future  years. 

CARAVANS 

There  are  four  licensed  sites  in  the  area  which  are  well 
maintained  and  licences  are  in  force  for  four  individual  cara- 
vans. 

The  Caravan  Club  opened  a site  at  Notgrove  towards  the 
end  of  the  summer  on  the  site  of  the  old  Railway  Station. 
Landscaping  has  been  carried  out  to  ensure  that  a minimum 
impact  will  be  made  of  the  surrounding  countryside. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS  AND  QUALIFICATION 
CERTIFICATES 

This  aspect  of  the  work  continues  to  take  up  a great  deal 
of  time  but  is  very  rewarding  and  gives  satisfaction  to  all 
concerned.  The  number  of  enquiries  continues  to  increase  as 
does  the  cost  of  improvement  schemes. 

During  the  year  24  improvement  grants  were  approved 
and  12  standard  grants.  A total  of  8 standard  grants  were  paid 
in  the  year  totalling  £2,019  and  9 discretionary  improvement 
grants  totalling  £7,296. 

One  provisional  qualification  certificate  was  issued. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Although  Northleach  is  still  the  only  centre  in  which 
Public  Conveniences  are  available,  the  Council  have  pro- 
posals to  erect  conveniences  in  Bibury  on  completion  of  the 
sewerage  scheme. 


GARAGES 

The  Council  own  83  garages  throughout  their  district  and 
have  constructed  hardstandings  for  six  cars  at  Turkdean. 
With  the  continuing  increase  in  motor  car  ownership  it  has 
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been  decided  to  proceed  with  a scheme  for  hardstandings 
for  45  cars  at  Bibury,  with  possibly  the  provision  of  some 
garages,  and  the  provision  of  hardstandings  at  Withington.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supply 

With  the  exception  of  Avening  and  Cherington  the  whole 
district  is  in  the  statutory  area  of  the  Bristol  Waterworks 
Company.  Avening  and  Cherington  are  in  the  statutory  area 
of  the  North  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Board. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company 
contains  no  more  than  a trace  of  fluoride. 

Of  the  13  parishes  10  have  public  water  supplies  and  the 
remaining  3 are  supplied  as  follows: — 
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Ashley  has  a private  mains  supply  in  the  hamlet  of  Cul- 
kerton  which  is  fairly  satisfactory.  Ashley  is  supplied  by  3 
private  boreholes. 

Ozleworth  relies  on  private  supplies  which  are  fairly  satis- 
factory. 

Westonbirt-with-Lasborough  has  a good  private  supply  run 
by  the  Westonbirt  School  and  affords  a piped  supply  to  all 
the  parish  except  Lasborough  which  has  a separate  piped 
supply. 

Water  Samples 

A total  of  20  water  samples  were  taken  from  private  sup- 
plies, 9 were  satisfactory  and  1 1 unsatisfactory. 

Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  area  but  the 
private  swimming  pool  owned  by  Westonbirt  School  is  open 
to  the  public  during  the  school  summer  holidays.  The  standard 
of  treatment  and  maintenance  is  very  satisfactory.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Tetbury 

The  Tetbury  sewage  disposal  works  has  been  maintained 
fairly  satisfactorily  during  the  year  despite  the  fact  that  it  is 
serving  something  over  300  persons  more  than  the  design 
figure  of  3,300  in  1960/61. 

Only  by  using  a small  area  of  land  at  the  southern  end  of 
the  works  for  humus  tank  irrigation  during  the  summer 
months  is  it  possible  to  achieve  a reasonable  standard  of 
effluent.  During  the  winter  infiltration  is  frequently  in  excess 
of  the  soil  flow  and  the  slightest  rainfall  causes  premature 
discharge  from  the  stormwater  overflow  weirs.  The  storm- 
water overflow  arrangements  are  quite  inadequate. 

The  Council’s  consulting  engineers  have  prepared  a scheme 
for  the  reconstruction  and  enlargement  of  these  works,  hav- 
ing special  regard  to  the  need  for  providing  drainage  systems 
for  Shipton  Moyne,  Beverstone,  Kingscote,  Doughton  and 
Long  Newnton,  all  of  which  could  be  drained  to  Tetbury.  A 
local  enquiry  was  held  during  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that 
approval  will  be  received  early  in  the  New  Year. 

The  scheme  for  laying  surface  water  sewers  in  the  centre  of 
Tetbury  was  carried  out  for  this  Council  by  the  Gloucester- 
shire County  Council  Highways  Department  in  conjunction 
with  roadworks  and  was  completed  during  the  year. 

30  new  connections  were  made  to  the  Tetbury  sewage 
system  during  the  year. 

Avening  and  Cherington 

The  sewerage  system  and  works  serving  these  parishes  have 
been  satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year  but  if  the 
proposed  development  of  land  in  the  centre  of  the  village  of 
Avening  materialises  it  will  be  necessary  to  carry  out  some 
reconstruction  of  the  works. 

Didmarton  and  Leighterton 

The  combined  scheme  for  these  two  parishes  was  main- 
tained satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Some  17  properties  were 
connected  during  the  year. 
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Shipton  Moyne 

The  drainage  arrangements  in  this  village  are  most  unsatis- 
factory due  to  domestic  drainage  being  connected  to  the  old 
street  drain  and  culvert,  the  outfall  of  which  discharges  in 
front  of  Hodges  Barn.  The  only  solution  is  the  provision  of  a 
proper  drainage  scheme. 

The  Council’s  consulting  engineers  have  prepared  a scheme 
for  the  village  which  includes  a pumping  main  to  the  recon- 
structed Tetbury  sewage  works.  Approval  of  this  scheme  to- 
gether with  the  reconstruction  of  the  Tetbury  sewage  works 
should  be  received  in  the  new  year. 

Other  Parishes 

These  are  dealt  with  fairly  satisfactorily  by  septic  tanks 
but  difficulties  have  arisen  in  Beverstone  and  Kingscote  vil- 
lages where  adequate  land  is  often  unavailable  for  subsoil 
irrigation  treatment  of  effluent.

The  Council  carries  out  a weekly  refuse  collection  through- 
out the  area  except  for  a few  isolated  properties  where  satis- 
factory arrangements  have  been  made  to  collect  fortnightly. 
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No  salvage  is  collected.  During  the  year  half-yearly  collec- 
tions of  bulky  refuse  were  carried  out. 

The  refuse  tip  at  Underbridge,  Shipton  Moyne  was  extended 
during  the  year. 

The  bonus  scheme  for  refuse  collection  is  operating  satis- 
factorily but  this  will  have  to  be  reviewed  in  the  coming  year.

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Garages 

14  new  garages  were  built  at  Didmarton  during  the  year. 

The  Council  has  146  lock-up  garages  in  Tetbury,  30  at 
Avening,  15  at  Leighterton  and  14  at  Didmarton  making  a 
total  of  205. 

Negotiations  are  under  way  for  the  purchase  of  land  at  the 
end  of  Coronation  Road,  Tetbury,  for  approximately  100 
garages. 

Discretionary  Grants 

18  applications  were  approved  and  certificates  of  comple- 
tion for  10  dwellings  were  issued  during  the  year.  The  average 
grant  per  dwelling  was  £841.  To  date  a total  of  251  dwellings 
have  been  improved  with  grant  aid. 

Standard  Grants 

3 applications  for  Standard  Grant  were  approved  and  9 
certificates  of  completion  issued  during  the  year.  To  date  a 
total  of  158  Standard  Grants  have  been  approved. 

New  Buildings 

Plans  submitted  for  approval  under  the  Building  Regula- 
tions amounted  to  134  during  the  year  in  respect  of  96  new 
dwellings,  55  alterations  and  additions,  17  garages,  13  agri- 
cultural buildings  and  30  miscellaneous.  During  the  year  35 
houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise. 

Caravans

There  are  2 licensed  milk  producer/retailers  and  2 licensed 
distributors  in  the  area.  There  are  4 retailers  licensed  outside 
the  area  which  supply  parts  of  the  district. 

There  are  no  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  plants  in  the  area. 

During  the  year  five  6 lb.  tins  of  corned  beef  were  con- 
demned together  with  430  packs  of  assorted  frozen  foods  as 
the  result  of  a breakdown  in  a refrigerated  display  cabinet.
